Required to Meet Cut of City- 
County Quota by the End of 
This Month. 


Lay-off of about 1400 workers 
will be required to meet the reduc- 
tion of the 21,500 WPA quota in St. 
Louis and the county area to 19,- 
763 by the end of this month under 
the reduced Federal appropriation, 
Lioyd E. Greathouse, WPA admin- 
istrator, said today. 

Only about 21,000 are actually at 
work under the present quota. Re- 
ductions are to be made from 
among those on WPA 18 months or 
more and required to take a 30-day 
furlough under the new law. Fur- 
ther reduction of quota wil] be 
made in August. 

Dismissal of strikers under the 
five-day limit, including 600 yes- 
terday, has reduced the number of 
WPA workers in the 10 Illinois 
counties of the East Side area from 
21,000 to 14,900, said Administrator 
Fred G. Austin. Those dismissed 
will be eligible for re-employment 
on certification by township relief 
agencies until the reduced quota is 
filled.

The majority of the authorities, as they 
now stand, are not representative cross-sec- 
tions of American urban life. This is unfor- 
tunate, and should be corrected, but it is not 
a major failure. In many cases, business- 
dominated authorities have done highly com- 
mendable work. 

Many business men, who never before have 
been interested in anything but the scramble 
for profits, show a genuine desire to devote 
their energies the housing movement. 
Others have become sincere “housers” be- 
cause of their belief that public housing is 
good business, that it provides an important 
stimulus toward greater activity by private 
industry. Usually they have seen to it that 
the authorities are run on a sound. business- 
like basis. 

Few of the more than 2000 authority mem- 
bers are yet intimately acquainted with the 
complexities of housing, but they are learn- 
ing. The number of members like the ex- 
cited littl man from New Jersey, whose 
first interest upon being appointed to his lo- 
cal authority was trying to get an official 
badge that could be flaunted in the faces of 
traffic dwindling.

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The first action of a housing authority, 
getting an earmarking, is the easiest. Al! 
an authority has to do is to show some inter- 
est in starting a housing project, demon- 
strate that it has some real support from the 
city government and give the USHA a gen- 
eral idea of the extent of bad housing in 
the town. Then the USHA will lay aside a 
certain amount of money for use in that 
town whenever the authority has drawn up 
most of its plans and can qualify for a loan. 

Such earmarkings range from $270,000 for 
a small town like Morgantown, W. Va., to 
many millions for the larger cities, and are 
distributed among the more than 250 author- 
ities throughout the country. 

An earmarking is essentially little more 
than a publicity stunt. Then the zero hour 
arrives and the authorities must either beat 
a retreat or else plunge into the wearisome

Before such a contract is signed,

Assurance must be given that construction 
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costs will be less than the maximum set by 
law ($4500 per dwelling in small cities and 
$5000 per dwelling in larger cities), and not 
more than for similar contracts for pri- 
vate housing. 

Many people have criticised the USHA for 
demanding too much preliminary work from 
the authorities. “The money is there. It’s 
crying to be spent,” they proclaim. “Why 
doesn't the USHA loosen the purse strings 
and help get some houses built?” Though 
well-intentioned, this criticism is based upon 
a naive belief in the haphazard methods of 
the private construction industry, and upon 
complete ignorance of the principles of good 
housing and good city planning. 

if the money were put in the hands of the 
housing authorities immediately and they 
were told to build at once. the projects might 
be built much faster, it is true, but at what a 
cost! Many projects would be located with- 
in the shadow of smoke-belching factories 
or else, as in Germany, too far from employ- 
ment centers. The Italian example of 10- or 
li-story walk-ups might be duplicated. Small 
apartments might be built in towns where 
large families are most prevalent, or 
versa, Rents would most certainly be 50 or 
100 per cent higher than if they had been 
planned beforehand. 
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As it is, contingencies like these are being 
avoided. Local authorities are asked to con- 
sider these possibilities in advance. Not until 
reasonable proof is given that a project will 
have a genuine low-rent character and that 
it adequately answers local needs will the 
USHA advance the money which has been 
entrusted to it by the taxpayers and the 
holders of Government bonds. 

Nevertheless, there has been unjustifiable 


delay in getting many projects into the loan | 


contract stage. The fault lies with the local 
communities rather than with the USHA. 
Many authorities have not yet fully realized 
the importance of hiring a full-time compe- 
tent staff to draw up all the necessary plans. 
Occasionally local governments have refused 
to advance funds for the hiring of a staff— 
even though such money can be repaid, once 
funds have been received from the USHA. 
In Jersey City, for instance, everything was 
held in abeyance for months while Herr 
Hague pondered the question in his mind 
and did nothing. 

Funds are seldom sufficient. The average 
authority struggles along on a shoestring. 
Volunteer workers are used. Lawyers and 
architects are forced to work on a contin- 
gency basis. On the other hand, the situation 
has been helped considerably by the WPA 
though no amount of municipal funds or of 
WPA assistance can solve the problem com- 
pletely. Competent staffs will be possible 
only when a competent, trained personnel is 
available, and that will take time.

Series of 26 Navigation Dams Not Only Augments Stream’'s Importance 
as Freight Artery, but Makes It Center of Numerous Sports—Scenic 
Beauty ls Comparable to That of Hudson and Rhine.

toms. St. Louisans at the foot of 
the staircase, have a remarkable 
opportunity for water sports which 
many of them appear not to have 
realized, 

Alton Lake, as the first step has 
become known—except by the Army 
Corps of Engineers, which built 
the dams and which calls this sim- 
ply Pool 26—is among the biggest 
and most attractive in the whole 
flight. It is 38% miles long, not 
counting an even longer arm which 
stretches up the Illinois River, and 
slightly more than two miles wide 
near the lower end. 

A considered estimate by Dr. 
Fred Wade Jones, commodore 
the Illini Boat Club, is that 190 
pleasure boats in four classes are 
quartered regularly in the Missis- 
sippi section of Alton Lake, divided 
as follows: Fifty-three cruisers, 42 
runabouts, 50 outboard motor boats 
and 45 sailboats. He says the num- 
ber in each class has been increas- 
ing since completion of Alton Dam 
last year. 

The cruisers include many large 
and luxurious boats of proven sea- 
going ability. The runabouts are 
speedy, cabinless craft. Operating 
and maintenance costs of a cruiser 
may be only a few hundred dollars 
a year. 

The St. Louis Sailing Club has a 
private harbor near Machens, on 
the Missouri side, and the Illini 
Boat Club has a new private 
harbor at Clifton Terrace, on 
the Illinois side near Alton, to- 
gether with its affiliate, the Alton 
Sailing Club. There also is a pub- 
lic anchorage at this point. Other 
docks for pleasure craft are at 
Portage des Sioux, Weber Lake and 
at the North Shore Yacht Club 
above Grafton, on the St. Charles 
County side, and at Grafton on the 
Illinois side. All of these places 
are within an hour or an hour and 
a half of the city by automobile.

1935, the ducks and muskrats are 
1000 per cent better. The mink and 
beaver are increasing, too. 

“This refuge extends for 285 miles 
along the river, from Davenport- 
Rock Island to Lake Pepin. We 


have about 150,000 acres in it now 
and think it will. eventually have 
200,000 to 250,000 acres when more 
of the land acquired along the 
shores by the War Department 
goes to the Biological Survey. This 
would give us control of all the 
bottom lands, except around the 
towns. There is discussion of a 
similar refuge between St. Louis 
and Davenport. 

“Creation of the lakes has been 
a tr-unendous advantage from a 
wildlife standpoint. There will be 
some public shooting grounds in 
the refuge and no restrictions on 
fishing, except in areas where fish- 
ermen would scare ducks, In fact, 
we're running a great big one-gal- 
lus hunters’ duck club. 

“Opinions differ on fish prospects. 
We think certain species will be 
much better. Indeed, we're worried 
over whether the carp will become 
so numerous they will destroy veg- 
etation wanted for ducks and musk- 
rats. The great Northern pike and 
long-mouthed black bass, we expect, 
will pick up.” 

Harry Barmeier, Federal game 
management agent at St. Louis, 
also says the lakes, vastly improv- 
ing the feeding areas and the cover, 
are great for ducks and fur-bearing 
animals. 

Lake Pepin, upper end of the Fed- 
eral refuge, formerly was consid- 
ered a remarkable place, but its 
dimensions two and a half by 22 
miles, make it smaller than many 
of the artificially established lakes, 
Geologists hold that Pepin 
was formed by a natural dam built 
up as the swifter Chippewa River, 
coming in from the east, deposited 
materials that the Mississippi could 
not carry away. 

Wind on the pools sometimes is 
dangerous for small boats and a 
nuisance, if not a hazard, for big 
ones. Side winds make choppy 
waves, but upstream winds are 
strong enough at times to toss up 
waves four or five feet high. The 
effect is worst in the broader lakes. 
Locktenders, who also regulate the 
dam gates to maintain the poo! 
levels, relate that they have to 
make allowances for the tendency 
of upstream winds to hold back 
more water than wanted. Not long 
ago an excursion boat started up- 
stream from Dubuque but, after 
passing through the lock, turned 
back and took a trip in the opposite 
direction because the wind was too 
strong and the water too rough in 
the first location, 


There are tales galore of the trou- 
bles of the hardy towboat men with 
wind and odd currents, of crashes 
and near-crashes at the locks, and 
soon. One of the most troublesome 
factors at some places is a cross- 
current at the approach to locks. 
The adventuresome steamboatmen 
of the 70’s had nothing on modern 
pilots in skill, considering how the 
latter can snake a long string of 
heavily laden barges through the 
concrete slot at one end of a dam. 
To a layman it looks like the pro- 
verbial attempt at the needle’s eye, 
but the men at the wheels of the big 
stee] tubs usually make it with pre- 
cision and dispatch. In passing it 
may be remarked that towboats in 
the Mississippi push rather than 
tow, for only in that way can they 
control] their barges. 


The locks, 110 feet wide and 600 
feet long in nearly all cases, are the 
same width as those of the Panama 
Canal, but 400 feet shorter. Ons 
towboat, the St. Louis Socony, and 
eight gasoline barges going with it 
—a new fleet this year—were de- 
signed so as to just fill a standard 
lock, three abreast, with about six 
inches to spare on either side and 
perhaps 10 feet at each end. An 
average tow load may pass through 
a lock in 15 minutes, but singie 
boats often require only seven mia- 
utes or less. 

Fishing boats and swimmers 
have to keep their distance from

traffic between the mouth of the 
Missouri River (a short distance 
below Alton Dam) and Minneapo- 
lis show the increased volume in 
that time, as follows: 1,543,000

The Federal Barge Lines report 
that the change in the river hag 
enabled them to carry heavier pay 
loads and make more trips in a 
season, with consequent reduction 
of operating costs. Late summer 
used to be a bad time for freight- 
ers, as the water shrank. 

A big problem for some towboat 
concerns is to obtain downstream 
traffic to balance the upstream 
louds, although last ye r the Fed- 
eral Barge Lines achieved some- 
thing of a parity because of the 
hee""v movement of export grain. 
For all movements above the mouth 
of the Missouri last year the ton- 
miles of cargo upbound aggregat- 
ed 355,485,000, compared with only 
103,087,000 downbound, but the dis 
parity was accounted for to a con- 
siderable extent by the northbound

gasoline and oil constitute a large 
slice of all the freight traffic. Pe 
troleum flows to the refineries 
from Southern fields through pipe- 
lines which pass under the Mis 
Sissippi and many a gallon of the 
crude and finished product never 
reaches a railroad nowadays, Pre- 
cautions against fire are observed 
at the river locks because of the 
volume of the inflammable fluids 
hauled through. 


Some barge men have found 
southbound loads of scrap iron, 
reported to be taken to mills in the 
Pittsburgh district. One carrier 
has done some down business with 
discarded automobile tires, whose 
eventual use river men do not know, 
In late summer and in autumn corn 
and other grains move downstream, 
| A big item of upstream business 
is coal from the Southern Illinois 
bituminous mines, loaded near Al- 
ton and consigned to the Twin 
Cities and elsewhere. Whereas the 
Federal Barge Lines were able to 
haul only 500 tons of coal to a barge 
on the Upper River in 1931. the 
volume increased to 1200 tons in 
1935 and 2200 tons now.

At St. Paul a new ship- 
building corporation has been starte 
ed. Officials have heard of seve 
eral industries considering new 
factories o¢ shifting of more work 
to existing plants along the river, 
because of the advantageous trans 
portation. There has been inquiry 
about the possibility of hauling pe- 
troleum products in tanks from the 
Texas Gulf Coast to the Upper 
River. 

Freight and pleasure craft are 
not alone on the river in summer, 
Occasionally willow bugs swarm 
across the valley and the lower 
streets of the towns in countless 
numbers, literally coating the sides 
of houses and boats.
